VERITAS. 
Secular Educatiou in Prioiary School' . 

Editor Banisu Colonist, — Tha progress 
of sound views on education io England ought 
to encourage hops that ihe obvious hoBtiliiy 
of tbe Ejeoutire of this Colony to tbe system 
of frso secular eduoatica will not luug bu 
tolerated. ■' the iaiidioas movemenls ol a few 
interested eoeleaia'etici, who are anxious to 
haTB STerything in their own hands, will 
have to give place to the pablie wiM. Ex- 
lenaive school ■yateias under deaomioatlonal 
direction have long existed in Eogland, and 
are wall adapted to tho condition of miny ol 
its densoly peopled districts. But in many 
places, as in all districts in this Colony, the 
population h too sparse to (aroish separate 
schools lor each denomination. In many of 
ol those places the clergy of one church have 
long sought to monopolise the education ol 
Ihe young, and to enlorce their own peculiar 
religious tenets. Agdinst this outcry hue 
been loudly raised, and iho pcopio have de- 
manded that, whole wished for, secularly 
omducted schools should be lostored by the 
Governmaot. 

lo a speech recently delivered in South 
Liocakhire the followiug leosible and hiebly 
Bigaiftcaot reotarka were made by Mr Glad- 
stone, ExkOhancellor of the Exchequer :

There has no great political 
change occnrred in England daring tho 
last forty years which has not from its 
incceptlon to its completion, had to en- 
countor exactly tbe same kind of opposi 
tion which "Victoria" and others urge 
ogainsl Confederulion. The cou^orvalivc 
element in Bociety, that clement which 
deprecates all change, resists all progress,

It might be an 
aii internsting and perhaps^ not Dnprofit- 
able employment, if "Victoria" woald 
undertake to show ns what would bo the 
probable position of England to-day, had

There ie no known coalfield 
upon this coast of as. good quality aod as 
eaeily obtained as wa have npon this Island ; 
aod with a market of iwtnty or even ten 
thousand consumers at their very door, which 
laoiprocily would quickly give us, if the 
farmer ot Comox or Oowiehan could not anca 
oessfully compete with the farmer of Wash- 
ington Territory, the fault must be in the 
man, not iu the system. No man who be- 
giaa farming with no capital but his labor, 
in either Canoda or Ihe Western States, 
expects lo tnako a fortune In two or Ihren 
years. If that fortune is ever reaohad, it is 
hi a rule the work of a lifetime. Speeu- 
lators and miners alone have any right to 
expect a.lortune io a year or two. A man 
Who deailfs to have that chance has no right 
to beoom^ a farmer, and yet farming hero is 
a money-making business. I venluto to say 
that there is no farmer upon this Island who 
has funned land for Ihe last Gvo years, with 
(hat ii'dusiry found neoessary to success in 
other oountriea, who does uot bold bis placo 
to-_daxj^f|£ro two to ten thousand dollars. 
QWe ua such a market as I apeak of, and 
I bare no doubt that Uonfedaraiion with reci- 
procity wiil do it, ond if there ia any farmer 
on tbe 1 land who wiabes to sell out be will 
find a purchsaser. .--.'XO -

Whether we adopt 
that opinion or not^ !l is fair to keep that po3- 
sibilily in mind, and) I own It would not be 
altogether equitabTe and fair-^on the con- 
trary it would be decidedly inequitable and 
unfair -if wo wero to soy that becauao a 
Hchool conveys secular knowledge only, 
thciefore it js to b^, regqr^ed , aa , anwortby ol 
publio assislaoaeaed ooaotenanos.

[C irre ."pomlonco of Uio New York "Ilerald.'i] 
Pahis, January 3— The rumour that sev- 
eral ol tbe leadinir iorei^n representatives 
wore to avoid the Njew Year reception at the 
Tuileries was iii a manner confirmed. M de 
Goliz, tbo Pftsslan",.^nyoy, was received on 
the'3l*t of December arid on New Year was 
out of ihfl city. Himself and son were taken 
to Cuurl in the Imperial carriage, and he 
mode a very friendly and pacific speech, to 
which Iho Emperor answered in tha same 
spirit. His Majesty dwell with satisfaolinn 
upon tho fact that tbe reloliooa -between him- 
self aod tbe King of Prussia wero of tho 
most friendly nature, but I notice that a 
slijht discrepancy exists between Iho the fol' 
lowing facts and the Imperial discourse — 
namely, that P(u=sia is increasing her arma- 
ment with almost frerzied haste, and that 
Franco ia, according to ibesemi ofScial presa 
here, actively rifling all her cannon ; that she 
ia trstnsfotmiog the defences ot all berstroogN' 
holds aod maritime foi'ls lo resist tbe new' 
appliances of war ; that Chas.qepot r flas aro 
being mnnufaclured with all tha haste possi- 
ble and that ihe creditof six millions accord- 
ed in 1867 for the remodelling of arms and 
the like is being fast exhausted. 

At Toulon tbe arsenals are ba>og enlarged, 
A new fort now protects the Ryr^a' Islands. 
Tha fortress of Barres completes the defences 
of Bilfort. At llarve n'jw fortifications ore 
being erected, and at Brest tha ironclads be- 
longing lo the Government, the Rochambouu 
included, aro buins tested in tbe mojt 
thorougq manner. The Ronhiirnbeau is, as
